Reconsideration is requested.

Claims 68 and 74 are deemed patentable due at least to reasons similar as to why 
claims 1,15, 24, 36, 52, and/or 58 are deemed patentable. 

Claims 64-67, 69-73, and 75-78 are deemed patentable due at least to their depending 
from corresponding claims 1,15, 24, 68 and 74.
